exactly the same spot from which 
it started Sunday afternoon. 

Police found it impossible to con- 
trol the mass of humanity which 
swarmed around the plane 20 deep. 
For fully five minutes the flyers 
stayed inside the ship after tne 
motors were cut off. 

Thurlow First Out. 

Then Thurlow poked a bearded 
face out, grinned at the crowd, 
kissed a woman who had shoved 
her way to the cabin door, and 
ducked back inside. 

For a time the elaborate arrange- 
ments to prevent damage to the 
plane appeared to be for naught. 

Shortly before Hughes left the 
plane a crowd broke through two 
sections of a heavy wire fence 
around the administration building. 
Police rushed forward and stopped 
them just short of the plane. 

Hughes wore the same battered 
brown felt hat and rumpled gray 
suit he had on when he left. He 
smiled shyly from behind his heavy 
beard and lighted a cigarette while 
police formed a flying wedge in 
front of him. 

The wives of Thurlow and Con- 
nor pushed their way through the 
crowd to greet their husbands. 

Hughes Makes Short Speech. 

Once in front of the administra- 
tion building, Hughes waved aside a 
battery of microphones, explaining 
he would not speak until all mem- 


ders of his crew were at his side. 


When they were brought up he 
made a short speech, acknowledg- 
ing the greeting, one of the wildest 
since Col. Lindbergh returned from 
his flight to Paris. 

When the five tired men climbed 
stiffly out of the plane it had been 
little more than 91 hours since they 
sped eastward across the Northern 
Atlantic, through scattered clouds, 
and winds high above the seas. 

In 16 hours and 35 minutes they 
had reached Le Bourget Field in 
Paris, following after 11 years, 
Lindbergh’s pioneering flight. 

A minor injury to their plane de- 
layed them a few hours, and they 
were off again speeding over Bel- 
gium, Germany, Poland, Lithuania, 
on to Moscow. 

Over Siberia, Then Alaska. 
Moscow was quickly behind them 
and they were off again over the 
Russian countryside, on over the 
Urals to the vast Siberian wastes, 
to Omsk and to Yakutsk. 

A short stop there and they were 
gone again, flying high through the 
warm air, through Bering Strait to 
Alaska. 

At Fairbanks they had discarded 
a great deal of the equipment they 
would no longer need—heavy cloth- 
ing, a rubber boat, and at 8:36 p. m. 
they were in the air again, speeding 
to Minneapolis by way of Canada. 

For six and a half hours their ra- 
dio was silent. 

Minneapolis was their first stop 
in the United States. After their 
brief pause there this morning they 
were off again, speeding eastward 
over Two Rivers, Wis., Ludington, 
Mich., over Sarnia, Ontario, down 
across Buffalo and Southern New 
York, over Scranton, Pa., and final- 
ly over New York City to the field 
where taney started. 

The wealthy aviator had flown 
around the world in less time than 
it takes a modern liner to cross 
the Atlantic Oceen. 

As Hughes got out of the plane, 
photographers shouted for him to 
remove his hat, but he left it 
perched on his head, just where it 
had been since he started. 

Never Again, He Says. 
Hughes and his crew waited pati- 
ently as flignt officials arranged 
a formal interview. But questions 
and directions were hurled. at him 
so rapidly that for a time he was 
unable to answer any of them. 
He was asked “are you hungry?” 
Not very,” he answered. 
Would you try it again?” he was 
asked. 

“Never,” he said emphatically. 

Policemen again cleared the way, 
and Hughes entered an official car 
at 2:09 p. m. He was driven down 
the field to a hangar, in the op- 
posite direction from tne one where 
nis plane is housed, 

There Whalen and others were 

waiting to greet him. 
. Thurlow said that getting 
through the great crowd at Floyd 
Bennett field was “harder than any 
previous part of the trip.” 

“What a reception!” he said. “I 
hadn't dreamed of anything’ like 
this.” 

His wife, hanging onto his shoul- 
der with her arms around his chest 
to prevent their separation, smiled 


broadly. 

Siberian Part Hardest. 
‘Thurlow said the hardest’ part 
of the trip was the Siberian leg.

With Mayor La Guardia and 
Whalen, the flyers and the other 
members of the official party, in- 
cluding Mrs. Thurlow, Mrs. Stod- 
dart and Mrs. Connor, left the field 
with a police escort. 

Informal Parade to Whalen’s. 
The motorcade, consisting 
many automobiles carrying report- 
ers and photographers, moved 
quickly across Brooklyn. The mo- 
torcycle sirens attracted thousands. 
They lined the curbs, shouting at 
Hughes and his crew as they rolled 


Over Manhattan bridge into Ca- 
nal street and Lafayette and north- 
ward to eighth the cars sped, turn- 
ing west to Washington mews in 
Greenwich Village where Whalen 
lives. 

The party entered Whalen’s home 
—the flyers had expressed a de- 
sire to wash and refresh themeelves 
—and crowds began gathering st 
once in the streets, 

Crowds swarmed in front of the 
house, in University Place and the 
other streets. Word passed through 
the village, and the tenement dis- 
trict south of Washington Square 
\began pouring hundreds of children 
almost on to Whalen’s doorstep. 

New Shirt for Hughes. 

The door opened, a Japanese man 
servant came out, and disa ed 
up the street. A few minutes later 
he returned bearing a new shirt for 
Hughes, who was then under a 
shower, 

After their baths, the flyers sat 
down for a round of drinks to cele- 
brate their return. 

Mayor LaGuardia said that 
Hughes told him on the ride over 
from the airport he was “not very 
tired.” 

“He was very cheery about the 
trip,” the Mayor said, explaining he 
felt it had demonstrated definite 
progress in aerial navigation. 

An official reception on the steps 
of city hall was planned for to- 
morrow noon. 

Over a short wave radio set Lod- 
wick, president of the Stinson Air- 
craft rporation and manager of 
the flight talked to Hughes, giving 
last. minute instructions before the 
plane landed. 

“We want you to land at approxi- 
mately the same spot Where you 
started your takeoff,” Lodwick said.

30,000 feet—so that passengers in 
the cabin will not suffer oxygen 
want. Hughes’ plane does not have 
cabin supercharging equipment, but 
it carries oxygen in tanks.

TALK TO THEM BY RADIO 


Introduced in Network Broadcast 
by President of New York 
} World’s F air.

NEW YORK, July 14.—The voices 
of their wives, relayed to them by 
‘radio, cheered three crew members 
on the Howard Hughes plane as 
it flew toward Winnipeg, Canada, 
early today. . 

The women were introduced by 


Grover Whalen, president of the 
the 1939 New York World’s Fair, 
who spoke over the Columbia net- 
work. The flyers had been notified 
in time to tune in.

Just Enough Fuel. 


Even with the light load—Hughes 
said the fuel was just sufficient to 
reach New York—the huge twin- 
motored plane roared three-fourths 
the length of the runway before 
lifting in a flat climb and banking 
rather sharply to the east, picking 
up a compass bearing for New York 
when barely 200 feet in the air. 

They covered the 2441 miles from 
Fairbanks in 12 hours and 1 minute. 

As the plane rolled to a halt in 
front of the administration build- 
ing, the airmen climbed to the 
ground and walked groggily toward 
a small group of spectators who 
had gathered in the bright sunlight 
on the chance the flyers might 
pause here. 

The plane had been unreported 
since 1 a. m. Hughes said the 
plane’s radio transmitters went out 
of order after leaving Fairbanks, 
Alaska, and were still not working. 
He said no effort would be made to 
repair them until the plane gets to 
New Tork. 

Thomas A. Thurlow, navigation 
officer, said there had been no de- 
lay on the flight here from Fair- 
banks, and that the weather was 
“fine” except for a short time when 
they saw lightning. 

As the men stepped from the 
cabin, they staggered slightly, as 
though groggy from loss of sleep 
or the long flight. All were un- 
kempt, Hughes wearing a soiled 


white shirt and flannel trousers, 
and showing plainly the effects of 
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St. Louis time, from Yakutsk, Si- 
beria, after a 12 hour 17 minute 
flight’ across warm northern 
wastes. 

After throwing off all unneces- 
sary weight, including winter sleep- 
ing bags, heavy clothes, a rubber 
boat and ping pong balls used as 
flotation gear for over-water 
stretches, the Hughes plane left at 
7:36 p. m., to streak across East- 
ern Alaska and Northern Canada. 

They took aboard five and a half 
tons of gasoline—more than 1700 
gallons — and despaired of being 
able to reach New York in one 
jump because a comparatively short 
runway here prevented them from 
taking on even more gasoline. 

Hughes was reticent here, busy- 
ing himself with details of refuel- 
ing and mechanical tests and left 
the to other members of 
the party. Hughes did not go more 
than five feet away from the plane 
all the time he was here.

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BOY SAYS HE BEAT 


DOCTOR 10 DEATH 


WITH AGBED ROCK 


Killed Man Who Gave Him 
a Ride So He Could Use 


Auto, He Tells Police at 


Van Buren, Ark. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

VAN BUREN, Ark., July 14. — 
Prosecuting Attorney Ralph Robin- 
son said he would file a first-de- 
gree murder charge against 
Charles Payne Jr., 16-year-old Van 
Buren youth, who was accused by a 
Coroner’s jury of killing Dr. T. E. 
Gray, 64, Winslow physician, with 
a stone. 

The Coroner’s jury returned a 
homicide verdict yesterday and rec- 
ommended Payne be held after 
Sheriff Fred Long testified the boy 
had signed a confession saying he 
beat his victim to death after the 
physician had given him a ride to 
Lake Fort, Smith, 22 miles north 
of here. ‘ 

The doctor’s body, head crushed, 
was found in a ravine near a county 
road north of here Tuesday. Mrs. 
Gray. had reported a few hours 
earlier that her husband failed to 
return home Monday night. 

Searchers who found the body re- 
ported Dr. Gray’s pockets had been 
turned wrong side out and some 
of his personal effects were miss- 
ing. 


Auto at Youth’s Home, 

Young Payne, found asleep in 
his home here, was arrested when 
officers said they found the physi- 
cian’s automobile in the garage of 
the Payne home, 

Sheriff Long said the youth told 
of driving Dr. Gray’s car near Lake 
Ft. Smith where he stopped on a 
pretext of inspecting the tires. The 
Sheriff quoted Payne as saying 
that when the physician leaned out 
of the car, he struck him with a 
jagged rock, Long said Payne told: 
him he did not recall how many 
times he struck the doctor. 

Long said the youth gave no mo- 
tive for the murder. The. Sheriff 
quoted the youth as saying “every- 
thing went black” after he struck 
the physician the first time and 
that the only thing he remembered 
was that Dr. Gray once got up on 
his hands and knees. 

The Sheriff said Payne told him 
he wrapped the physician’s body 
in an old coat and a sack end 
placed it behind the seat of the 
coupe. The doctor was a small 
man about five feet, seven inches 
tall and weighing 120 pounds,

NEW YORK, July 14.—Here are 
the careers of the five men who set 
out in a monoplane iast Sunday to 
fly around the world in record time. 

Howard Hughes, young million- 
aire, 33 years old, left on his world 
flight with sleeves rolled up and 
his collar open—tieless and wearing 
baggy slacks. 

His garb was characteristic of the 
shy aviator who made his first air 
trip at 14 in a battered seaplane, 

The happiest days of his life have 
been spent in old clothes, on the 
windy airways of the world. 

He was born on Christmas eve in 
Houston, Tex., and inherited a $17,- 
000,000 fortune at 18 from his fa- 
ther, who invented a new type of 
oil well drill and founded the 
Hughes Tool Co. 

Uncle Is Rupert Hughes. 

Hughes helped run the tool busi- 
ness after his father’s death, and 
then went to California to live with 
his uncle, Rupert Hughes, the nov- 
elist. , 

He was close to the movie colony 
and decided to use part of his in- 
heritance to make pictures. 

His first movie, “Everybody’s Act- 
ing,” showed a 150 per cent re- 
turn on the investment. His sec- 
ond was even more successful. 

At 25, he produced “Hell’s An- 
gels,“ which cost $4,000,000—Holly- 
wood called it “Hughes’ Folly” — 
but it yielded a $3,000,000 profit. 

Since 1832, Hughes has devoted 
his time and money to aviation, be- 
coming one of the world’s oustand- 
ing pilots. 

Some Hughes Records. 

He broke the world’s land speed 
record when he was 30, over Santa 
Ana, Cal. His speed was 352.385 
miles an hour. He followed with 
other records: 

Trans-continental speed record, 
.1936—Los Angeles to New York in 
nine hours 26 minutes 10 seconds. 

Chicago to Los Angeles speed 
record, 1936—8 hours 10 minutes 25 
seconds, 

On Jan. 19, 1937, he broke his 
own transcontinental record by 
racing from Los Angeles to New 
York in 7 hours 28 minutes 25 sec- 
onds—an average speed of 332 miles 
an hour. 

For his 1936 exploits Hughes re- 
ceived the aviation award, the Har- 
mon medal, presented to him by 
President Roosevelt in behalf of 
the Ligue International des Avia- 
teurs.

A few minutes before the three 
convicted -union leaders announced 
their rejection of the Judge’s offer, 
Judge Fuller personally had er- 
plained his decision to the union at 
the mass meeting. The Judge was 
received with courtesy and atten- 
tion except for a roar of boos when 
he said that some actions of the 
union men might result in a great 
many persons being sentenced to 
long penitentiary terms if tried in 
court. 

After that, Connolly declared he 
had just returned from Des Moines 
to prepare papers relative to an 
appeal from Judge Fuller’s decision. 

He said he differed radically 
from Judge Fuller as to the legal 
aspects of the decision, saying he 
didn’t see why the union officers 
are guilty if they do not advise the 
men to return to work, and not 
guilty if they do so advise the union 
membership. :

DANZIG. NAZI LEADER 
SOUNDS OUT BRIAN 


In London to Gain Approval 
of Plebiscite to Unite City 
With Germany. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 14.—Albert Foer- 
ster, Nazi district leader in the 
Free City of Danzig, is in London, 


it was learned today, to obtain Brit- 


ish acquiescence to an autumn 
plebiscite as a result of which 
Danzig's return to Germany would 
be demanded. 

Foerster left Danzig July 7 80 
secretly that only a small official 
circle knew about the departure. 

(Before the World War Danzig 
was the capital of German West 
Prussia. The treaty of Versailles 
gave it the status of free city un- 
der League of Nations protection 
with a League high commissioner 
stationed in the city and with its 
foreign relations conducted by Po- 
land. Its 1924 population was 385,- 
000, of which 96 per cent were 
German. Its government is now 
Nazi dominated.) 

Foerster went to London incogni- 
to after visiting Polish Foreign 
Minister Joseph Beck in Warsaw. 
The Nazi proposed the plebiscite 
to Beck and promised that Polish 
minority would always be conceded 
two seats in the Danzig Parliament. 

Beck was said to have replied 
he could not recognize Foerster as 
competent to deal with another gov- 
ernment since he was merely a par- 
ty leader without a state office. 

To the theoretical question 
whether Poland would agree to a 
plebiscite in the fall, Beck was re- 
ported to have answered Poland 
might waive objections provided 
Great Britain as a League of Na- 
tions member also agreed. 

Foerster accordingly went to Lon- 
don. Konrad Henlein, leader of the 
Sudeten Germany party in Czecho- 
slovakia, made a similar visit to 
London in May before intensifying 
Sudeten autonomy demands.

honey of Wyoming, the Brookings 
Institution today made public a 
study entitled Industrial Price 
Policies and Economic Progress.” 
It was prepared by Dr. Edwin G. 
Nourse, director of the Institute: 
of Economics, and Dr. Horace B. 
Drury, a member of the staff. 

The Brookings Institution prides 
itself on the objective, scientific 
and factual character of its inves- 
tigations. The latest report rec- 
ords that “in the public mind, the 
growth of giant corporations has 
long been looked upon as the most 
serious threat to the attainment 
of prices as low as are consistent 
with necessary costs.” Glancing 
apparently at President Roosevelt’s 
message of last April 29, recom- 
mending a reinforcement of the 
anti-trust laws, and a consequent 
joint resolution of the Senate and 
House establishing the National 
Economic Committee, the authors 
state as follows: 

“New force has recently been 
given to this view through attacks 
on ‘big business’ by both congres- 
sional and administrative leaders. 
Attention has been called to 
the fact that at many points the 
attainment of high efficiency in the 
use of modern industrial tech- 
niques calls for large units of or- 


ganization.” 
x Price-Fixing.” 

Far-sighted and ceurageous price- 
fixing, the study continues, “has 
made the enlightened business ex- 
ecutive the most important factor 
in the functioning of the modern 
economic system.” The _ report’s 
“moral” is perhaps summarized in 
this passage: 

“Viewing the tendency toward 
transfer of more and more social- 
economic responsibility to the Gov- 
ernment, the question is raised 
whether industry, by better han- 
dling its pricing approach, cannot 
carry the responsibility for full 
and continuous employment more 
effectively and at less cost than by 
allowing it to slip over into the 
hands of public agencies. The mag- 
nitude of the task, the remoteness 
and inflexibility of public agencies, 
and the susceptibility of such agen- 
cies to political manipulation, tend 
to impair efficient and economical 
functioning of the productive and 
distributive mechanism.” 

But the authors also declare that 
“if the American business man de- 
mands the right of freedom of eco- 
nomic enterprise, society in grant- 
ing it to him may properly ask that 
he use that freedom aggressively ia 
the public interest. This, to our 
way of thinking, is the challenge 
which the industrial system makes 
to the industrial executive. If he 
cannot meet it, the system of free 
enterprise under private capitalism 
is doomed to a condition of in- 
validism, low vitality and unpro- 
ductiveness which is utterly incom- 
patible with the natural resources, 
productive equipment and man 
power which the nation has at its 


disposal.” 
Or ef Production. 

The question, it is stated, as to 
how society may harmonize its new 
techniques of operation, new pat- 
terns of organization and a new 
philosophy of price, has been an- 
swered by those business men “who 
have accepted the challenge of find“ 
ing ways of organizing production 
so as to supply wants within the 
purchasing power of the workers 
who produce the goods.” The tem 

roceeds: 


“It is the distinctive achievement 
of capitalism that it has made 
available more efficient techniques 
and equipment to the labor force. 
Its chief shortcoming has been that 
it has not fully succeeded in find- 
ing ways of administering the pe- 
cunlary part of the system so that 
labor shall be able at all times 
to apply itself as fully as it wishes 
to the satisfaction of its wants, 

“But if the more courageous and 
imaginative type of price-making 
can be generalized, this limitation 
upon capitalistic production will 
disappear. We shall have restored 
the self-subsisting quality of the sim- 
pler economy, while retaining the 
enormously added efficiencies made 
available through technological and 

ational development.”

many other cohcerns of smaller 
size.” * 

As for monopoly and price boost- 
ing, the authors hold that “The 
man who today tries to fence in 
an industrial highway and exact an 
exorbitant toll from those who 
would travel this road to consumer 
satisfaction is in danger of defeat- 
ing himself. Under modern con- 
ditions of technology, applied sci- 
ence is likely to find other meth- 
ods of progress. The chemist will 
build. a detour around him, the 
physicist will drive a tunnel under 
him, or a biological overpass will 
be devised.”

Equal Protection for Crooks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the case of State ex rel Miller vs. 

O'Malley, reported in 117 Southwestern 
Reporter, Second Series, 319, 325, the 
State Supreme Court had before it the 
statutes governing disposition of ballots 
cast at elections. 

There is one section of the general elec- 
tion law which provides that the baljots 
shall be preserved for 12 months and then 
destroyed. There is another section 
which, after providing to the same effect, 
concludes with a proviso that, in cities of 
100,000 inhabitants, the ballots may be 
kept for more than 12 months if a grand 
jury investigation is pending. This pro- 
viso was held unconstitutional, and I am 
not arguing that the point was not well 
ruled on established legal principles, but 
one of the grounds for holding the pro- 
viso unconstitutional struck me as rather 
novel: 

The court held that the law is discrim- 
inatory use ballots in cities of less 
than 100 inhabitants were absolutely 

required to be destroyed in 12 months, 
— in cities of 100,000 inhabitants 
they might be preserved longer and the 
facilities for prosecuting election crooks 
would therefore be greater. Election 
crooks in smaller cities are immune from 
prosecution in 12 months, whereas similar 
offenders in cities of 100,000 inhabitants 
may not have the same immunity. 

In other words, election crooks in cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants are by this opinion 
held legally entitled to the same facili- 
ties for the commission of election frauds 
without punishment as is given election 
crooks in the smaller cities. They are 
given the right to demand this. I would 
call this equal protection with a venge- 
ance and, carried to its legal conclusion, 
the O'Malley case may yet become the 
Magna Charta of criminals.

The courts and the Legislatures made a good record 
in protecting the people’s rights. Instances of mob 


violence and lynching were rare, Notwithstanding 


political charges, no bona fide freedom of the press 
issue arose during the year. Few violations of 
academic freedom were recorded. Censorship of 
books, periodicals and films was at a minimum. 
Few cities forbade the holding of public meetings. “ 
Despite this growth of freedom, “conspicuous ex- 


| ceptions” point the moral that vigilance must not be 


relaxed. Most conspicuous, of course, was Jersey 
City, which “took the center of the national stage 
in the fight for civil liberty” because of Boss Hague’s 
high-handed tactics. The flagrant violations there 
are a significant reminder of what befalls civil rights 
when political bossism becomes intrenched. 

There are other black spots on the map. Harlan 
County, Ky., whose , long reign of terror against 
unionization of miners was exposed by the La Fol- 
lette committee and now is the subject of Federal 
court action. Tampa, Fla., where the Ku Klux Klan 
still reigns and five policemen accused dt fatally 
beating a man have been cleared by the courts. 
Memphis, Tenn., where C I O organizers are barred 
by city officials. San Antonio, Tex., where a cor- 
rupt political machine has instigated attacks on the 
rights of workers and the unemployed. Boston, 
where “unparalleled censorship” continues. 

In contrast with these dark pictures is the bright- 
er day that has dawned for labor’s rights, which had 
been subject only recently to widespread violence, 
espionage and intimidation. The Supreme Court 
decision upholding the Wagner Act was the turn- 
ing point, this report indicates. Fewer labor in- 
junctions have been sought or issued, and picketing 
has become freer. Resistance to the Labor Act con- 
tinues only among a minority of employers. Vio- 
lence in strikes dropped sharply after the summer of 
1937. Troops have been called out only once in 
1938, as compared with eight times last year. 

The A C L U is gratified by these developments, 
but it is by no means a blind partisan of labor. In 
fact, in its function of safeguarding the rights of all 
citizens, the organization recently protested against 
what is considered a violation of the Ford Motor 
Co.’s right of free speech. 

Similarly, the union’s actions leave no basis for 
the frequent charge of Communist sympathies, made 
with particular violence by its opponents in the 
Jersey City fight. The accusation falls flat on the 
showing of its, frequent efforts to insure civil rights 
for groups of such reactionary philosophies as the 
German-American Volksbund and the Ku Klux Klan. 
The present report notes that few persecutions of 
Communists have occurred within the year, while 
there have been numerous efforts to suppress Nazi 
groups. The union has taken a consistent attitude 
in behalf of all organizations’.rights of assemblage 
and free speech, no matter what their political com- 
plexion. 

The survey covers a broad front, of which we have 
mentioned only a few conspicuous aspects. There 
are developments that the union commends, others 
that it condemns. There are numerous pending is- 
sues, and a host of goals still to be achieved. 

This is a work which should engage the sympa- 
thies of every American. The intolerance and op- 
pression that characterize the foreign dictatorships 
are proper objects of abhorrence, but the first con- 
cern of Americans is to set our own house in order.

Once he entered the office of the Secretary of War 
and tossed a handful of feathers to illustrate his idea 
of “feathers against bullets.”

Hockaday’s latest idea is really ingenious. When 
tomobile in Oklahoma City the other day, Hock- 
aday explained he merely wanted to shine the Pres- 
ident’s shoes.

Failing to narrow that spread, 
the Government now has a vast scheme to increase 
the price the Den gets for his wheat by other 
methods.

First Fruits of the Wage-Hour Law 


New legislation paves the way for 85 South to achieve freight rate parity with the 
North, says Tennessee paper; as long as wage differentials were unchecked, the 
argument for removing freight handicap ran in circles; now those who opposed 
equalization of rail transportation charges are “‘left without a leg to stand on.”

E goes without saying that not all South- 
ern manufacturers who opposed enact- 
ment of Federal wage and hour legisla- 
tion were motivated by the highest prin- 
ciples of right and justice. Some, indeed, 
honestly feared the effect of the act would 


be detrimental to Southern industry. But 


the main anxiety of others was lest the com- 
petitive advantage of lower wages be lost. 

The same self-interest has operated, of 
course, north of the vague line which di- 
vides the “North” and the “South.” New 
England manufacturers had considerable 
hopes of rigid wage scales which would re- 
value their proximity to the great consumer 
markets. And we have, as a more recent 
instance of sectional hoggishness, the ef- 
forts of the stove manufacturers of several 
Illinois cities to prevent the proposed re- 
duction of transportation charges on South- 
ern goods, 

But now we have also additional proof of 
what we have suspected all along, that is 
that fair-minded men live above as well as 
below the Ohio, or, to put it another way, 
that the proportion of gentlemen among 
the Yankees actually is quite high. An 
important exhibit is a recent editorial in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch, which deftly pins 
back the ears of the Illinois stove makers 
and makes clear the desirability of a free 
and fair trade everywhere within the na- 
tion. And what should greatly interest 
Southerners is that this timely stand of a 
respected and influential newspaper against 
the Southern freight rate handicap is a di- 
rect dividend to the South from the new 
wage and, hour law. 

* * * 


The Post-Dispatch probably would resent 
the implication that it is in any way sec- 
tional in its viewpoint, or that its cham- 
pioning of a right thing is any sort of reci- 
procity. Nevertheless, we have all seen how 


the two countering aitferentiala—in freight 


rates and wages—have chased’ each other 
for decades in a vicious circle, and how ju- 
dicious minds have restrained themselves 
from demanding the elimination of the one 
without the elimination of the other. The 
Post-Dispatch believes that, to a certain 
degree, at least, enactment of the wage and 
hour law has broken down the old merry- 
go-round and that Northern objectors to 


freight rate parity for the South now are 
left without a leg to stand on. 

“For years,” it says, “a fair complaint of 
the Northern industrialist against the South- 
ern has been the latter’s ability to undersell 
the Northern producer because of a lower 
wage scale. Now the South has been placed 
under Federal wage-hour regulation. Is 
not the Northern producer morally obli- 
gated to consent to the removal of the 
freight rate differential, the basis for which 
is now removed?”

What it says, in continuation, about the 
necessity for “readjustments” in the North 
in the event removal of the rail differen- 
tial should be ordered by the I. C. C. after 
the hearing next month in Buffalo, N. T., 
applies equally to the South, where, in the 
first stages of its application, the wage- 
hour act already has removed the .counter~ 
ing differential in wages. The South, too, 
must make its adjustments, and these will 
be the more difficult as long as it is refused 
an even break in transportation. 

“But when those adjustments have been 
achieved,” says the Post-Dispatch, the Unit- 
ed States will be the better for it.

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In all slang phraseology there's 
no greater praise than to rate some- 
one a “peach.” And the fact this 
designation has been applied widely 
for so long shows something of the 
high regard that mankind enter- 
tains for this member of the stone 
fruit family. 
Official opening of the peaches- 
and-cream season came earlier than 
usual this year. The very first 
week in May the first carloads of 
peaches were shipped out of Geor- 
gia. But, as usual, peaches didn't 
appear frequently on most tables 
until a little later, when shipments 
began to move in volume. 
Headline peach news this year is 
the relatively large crop in the 10 
Southern states and the lower 
prices that have prevailed since the 
first of the season. According 20 
Department of Agriculture econo- 
mists the early crop this year, all 
told, probably will be considerably 
above average—over one-third larg- 
er than last year’s light early crop. 
These Southern states will be 
shipping the bulk of the nation’s 
peaches throughout July. In other 
states the harvest Il not get under 
way until the latter part of July. 
But crop estimators do not expect 
it to be as heavy as last year. 
First peaches of the season are 
usually white fleshed and cling- 
stones. Later the yellow-fleshed va- 
rieties come in. Except for the 
very early clingstones, the “clings” 
are usually more popular for can- 
ning and home pickling—the free- 
stones are largely for eating raw 
and use in cooking and preserving. 


Shopping Has Problem. 


But yellow or white, cling or 
freestone, they all present a prob- 
lem in shopping. Most shoppers in- 
stinctively select peaches that are 
firm of flesh, that are free from 
blemishes and have a rosy blush. 
It is well, however, not to be too 
much impressed by the peach’s be- 
guiling blush. 

More significant than this blush 
is the color underneath, the back- 
ground color. This should be either 
whitish or yellowish. Peaches with 
a green “ground” color have been 
picked at too immature a stage. 
They won’t ripen satisfactorily, will 
probably shrivel and be tough and 
rubbery, lack flavor. 

Obviously peaches that are 
bruised or decayed or have large 


often more wasteful than they look 
on the surface. Peaches that the 
worms have injured will have small 
punctures over the skin with a 
sort of a gum coming out from 
these punctures. And they'll be 
softer than other peaches in the 
same container, as though they had 
ripened too soon. 

And, as in buying quantities of 
any fruit, it’s a good idea to sample 
one or two first to see that they 
are suited to the purpose for which 
you are getting them. Ripe peach- 
es should be used immediately or 
kept in the refrigerator. Slightly 
underripe peaches may be left out 


throughout the whole jar by the 
time they are ready to be used, 
And the peaches not only turn 
brown but lose flavor, 

Peaches may be packed raw. But 
it’s better to simmer than first in 
sirup—about four to eight minutes, 
but not until they are cooked soft. 
This shrinks the fruit and makes 
it pack better in the jar. Pack them 
at once, the halves, pit side down, 


in overlapping layers. Then fill the 


containers with hot sirup. 
Use Medium Syrup. 

Sirup for peaches may be medi- 
um or light depending upon- the 
sweetness of the fruit. In a light 
sirup there are five cups of sugar 
to a gallon of water. A medium 
sirup has twelve and a half cups 
of sugar to a gallon of water. A 
cracked peach pit boiled with each 
quart of sirup will give it an al- 
mond-like flavor. Strain the pits 
out before using the sirup. 

Time for processing in home can- 
ning of peaches varies with the 
firmness of the fruit. Processing 
time is always counted only after 
the water comes to an energetic 
jumping boil about the containers. 
And the water must be boiling ev- 
ery bit of the time. In pint or quart 
glass jars, firm peaches packed cold 
will need about 35 minutes in the 
boiling water-bath; soft peaches need 
25 minutes. Peaches in tin cans are 
processed in the boiling water a 
little shorter time—30 minutes for 
firm peaches—20 minutes for soft 
ones, Peaches that have been pre- 
cooked and packed hot will need 
only 15 minutes in either jars or 
cans, whether they are soft or 
firm, 

Peaches lack the necessary acid 
and pectin to makes them suitable 
fruits for jelly. But they are good 
in jams and butters. And firm-ripe 
peaches are ideal for preserving. 

Peach Preserves. 

Any variety of white or yellow 
peach of good dessert quality will 
make satisfactory preserves if 
chosen at the firm-ripe stage. 

Wash and pare the peaches. 
Either leave them whole or cut 
them into uniform pieces, such as 
halves, quarters, or eighths. To 
each pound of prepared fruit allow 


a large, heavy skillet or a heavy 
Dutch oven. Add one-half cup wa- 
ter, cover tightly and steam over 
medium heat for five to eight min- 
utes. Remove cover, allow water to 


evaporate. Add one tablespoon

Peaches 
should be washed and pared just 
before they are to be served be- 
cause they darken on standing.

The pulp of fresh 
peaches gives a delightful flavor 
and texture to ice cream or mousse,

It has been said that anyone can 
follow a recipe with fairly good 
success but the combining of food 
flavors into an ore meal is 
an art. 

An important consideration in 
menu making is a balance of sweet 


stimulate the appetite, sweet foods 
are usually served as desserts be- 


cause they satisfy the appetite. 
Raisins are an interesting food 
because when eaten cold the. sweet- 
ness predominates, but when served 
hot in sauces, etc., enough tartness 
is developed to make a very pleas- 
ing accompaniment to many meat 
dishes. 

Perhaps one of the most popular 
raisin and meat combinations is 
baked or broiled ham with raisin 
sauce. Slices of savory baked ham, 
well covered with an orange fila- 
vored raisin sauce, are a connois- 
seur’s delight. Or a thick slice of 
ham may be covered with the sauce 
and bakec in a slow oven. If the 
ham is a modern one, a two-pound 
slice will bake in about 40 minutes 
and the blending of flavors will be 
unusually fine. 

A curry sauce served with lamb. 
or veal steak is greatly improved 
by the addition of raisins. If sliced, 
peeled oranges are also added to 
the curry sauce, the combination is 
delicious with sliced chicken on a 
bed of fluffy rice. 

Raisins may be added to the 
dressing used in breast of Veal or 
in a boned shoulder roast of veal. 
For: such a dressing, use neither 
onions nor sage. The long slow bak- 
ing so essential for fine juicy veal 
will also bring out the tangy good- 
ness of the raisins, 

Pork tenderloin patties, seasoned 
and browned in a little fat, may be 
covered generously with raisins. 
Add sour cream, cover, and simmer 
slowly about 45 minutes, The pat- 
ties, served on toast, with the sauce, 
are the answer to the “something 
different” question for a luncheon 
party. 

Raisin Sauce. 

One-half cup brown sugar. 

One tablespoon flour. 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard. 

One and three-quarters cup hot 
water, 

One-fourth cup vinegar. 

One-fourth cup seedless raisins.

Have you ever tried chicken fried 
started on the top of the stove and 
then put in the oven for continued 
cooking? , The result is a very de- 
licious, juicy well-flavored product 
which does not need to be watched. 
There are sufficient drippings to 
make the chicken gravy which 
holds such a place of honor on the 
American menu. This method al- 
lows for preliminary browning sev- 
eral hours or even a day in ad- 
vance so that the odor from frying 
may be dissipated. 

Making Coating. 

Many people have difficulty with 
the coating on the fried chicken, 
The coating will not crack and 
come off into the bottom of the 
pan if these suggestions are fol- 
lowed. Let the coating dry for a 
short time before it is put in the 
pan to cook. Do not put the coat- 
ing on too thick. Be sure there is 
sufficient moisture on the piece 
before dipping it into the dry coat- 
ing to keep the particles of flour, 
cracker crumbs, cornmeal or what- 
ever you are using for the covering 
in place. 

Sufficient fat should be used to 
allow for only one turning to brown 
in the pan. The pieces should not 
be crowded together in the pan. 
Crowding tends to break the cover. 
Avoid turning the chicken too 
often. Be sure that it is sufficient- 
ly browned on the one side before 
turning it over to the other side. 

After top stove browning opera- 
tions the chicken should be trans- 
ferred to the moderate oven long 
enough to cook it to tenderness. 
One and one-half pound chickens 
require about one-hali hour; two 
and one-half pound chickens re- 
quire three-quarters; and three and 
one-half pound chickens, about one 
hour. . }

Fried Chicken Sauce. 

Place one cup cream, one-half cup 
chili sauce (part tomato catsup if 
desired), with one-fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg in top of double boiler.

Attackers Repulsed at Town 
Near Haifa—Two Jews 


By the Associated Press. 


JERUSALEM, July 14.—Raidin 
bands made two swift attacks on 
the village of Ramat Jochanan near 
Haifa today, seriously wounding 
two Jews. The attacks were re- 
pulsed after exchanges of gunfire 
in which several of the raiders were 
thought to have been wounded. 
The Haifa sector continued to be

EAR Walter Winchell: Here’s a chance for you to prove that your 

reputation for fairness is no myth. In my modest way Tm helping 

make your vacation possible by donating a column. Well, you've 
given me an idea. I want a vacation, too. I plan to make it possible by 
lining up a group of guest animal trainers 
to run my act for me while I soak up sun- 
shine at some pleasant beach resort. 

I don’t think I have a right to ask you 
to substitute for me in the steel arena where 
I put 40 lions and tigers through their paces 
without giving you a few tips. For instance, 
you ought to know about that chair I carry 
into the arena with me. In addition to being 
a shield, it is a pacifier. Animals don't at- 
tack a trainer because they are looking for 
food. The beef we feed them is tastier than 
even the most succulent columnist; and as 
we allow each lion and tiger about 15 pounds 
a day, you can readily see that there is no 
danger of an animal attacking you because 
he has suddenly turned man-eater.,

Frankly, however, one of my big cats may attack you out of sheer 
orneriness. There is no explaining such things. Or maybe there is. You 
know how on occasion you find some persons annoying you and you want 
to bite him. It happens to me, too. Well, lions and tigers are no dif- 
ferent. They can be annoyed, too. They're notoriously lazy (both in 
their native state and in captivity)—and I suppose if I had all the facts 
I'd find that a big percentage of my trips to the hospital (22, count em!) 
as a result of injuries inflicted by attacking beasts were traceable to my 
annoying lazy lions and tigers in performing when they didn’t feel

‘Hike it. 


Which brings us back to one of the principal roles played by my 
chair. An attacking animal can be pacified by giving him something to 
chew on—say the leg of a chair, which is more easily replaced 
than the leg of the trainer or guest trainer who is putting the beasts 
through their paces. So when one of the critters comes tearing at you 
‘as though he means business, push one of the chair legs toward his 
mouth and let him chew on it, or snap it off if he so desires. Having 
vented his spleen on the chair leg, he'l-uiet down and be much 
easier to handle. 

I find light apparel ideal in the arena. Speed is my main reliance 
for personal safety, and anything that impedes fast footwork means a 
definite increase in danger and risk. So don’t let anyone sell you the 
idea of lining your coat or pants with sheet metal or anything like that. 
The added weight will slow you up so badly that you won't be able to 
move around the arenu fast enough to keep the animals off you. And, 
besides, they can bite through sheet steel. I know, because the records 
show that some years ago a trainer experimented with a suit of light 
armor at Coney Island. A lion who hadn’t had his iron that day bit 
through the trainer’s metal shin protectors, and that was the end of 
that noble experiment,

If my arena outfits don’t fit you, I suggest you wear one of your 
seersuckers or tropical worsteds. You'll find this good advice, for not 
long after you're in there with my twoscore lions and tigers you'll prob- 
ably be perspiring freely and you'll be glad you're wearing such light 
garments, 

Another good tip: Before you send the animals into the arena, test 
all equipment. For instance, see that the “high seats” are clamped se- 
curely to the’steel bars. One of the worst moments of my career came 
when one of these upper pedestals came loose in freakish fashion after 
my assistant had clamped it on. The tiger whose job it was to scramble 
up this “high seat” managed to get on his wobbly perch, but his 
weight brought him and the seat toppling to the floor of the arena. 
Infuriated, the animal poised himself to spring at me. He was a 500- 
pound tiger and he wasn’t bluffing, so I knew I couldn’t stop him with 
my chair. I ducked behind a tall floor pedestal and was able to get to 
the safety cage with the aid of attendants outside the arena who manip- 
ulated their long steel prods adroitly enough to keep the angry beast off 
me. So you see how important it is to test everything before you start 
the act. Your column is an old favorite of mine and I'd miss it a lot 
if one of my lions or tigers got you. 


O—O—— 

Now that I've given you all that good advice, I want you to do some- 
thing for me. One night during my New York run last year I dropped 
into the Stork Club with Mrs. Beatty. We were introduced to some 
newspaper people. I know a lot of the New York newspaper crowd, 
but I didn’t know this particular group (although they were as friendly 
as if I'd known them all my life). One of them asked a question I often 
hear: “What is the biggest thrill you’ve ever had?” When I answered 
the question they all kidded me. I tried to tell them that I had never 
had a bigger thrill than the one I got when a letter arrived one day 
telling me that a chapter from my life story had been selected for inclu- 
sion in a set of books called “The New Junior Classics.” The letter men- 
tioned that among the writers whose works were represented in the set 
were Robert Burns, Robert Browning, Fable-writer Aesop, who doesn’t 
seem to have a first name, Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, Richard Harding 
Davis, Charles Dickens and a number of other guys like that. I still 
can’t figure out why they included me, but they did—and, believe me, it's 
a thrill to see my chapter in a set of books like that.

Now, Tve got sense enough to know that Tm an animal trainer, not 
a writer, and that Til never be able to make words jump through flam- 
ing hoops, or roll over and play dead. But even though I know all that 
and feel a little like a literary “One-Eyed” Connolly, I’m human enough 
to remember my boyhood days when I had everybody worried because 
I neglected my school books so that I'd have more time to teach tricks 
to stray cats and dogs around our neighborhood in Chillicothe, Ohio; 
amd even though 1 don’t belong in such literary society 1° can’t help 
chuckling as I recall the prediction of one member of the family who 
would try to frighten me into studying by saying that when I grew up 
I wouldn't be able to read and enjoy the great authors. Well, I’ve read 
quite a few of them (though perhaps not as many as my friend Gene 
Tunney) and now I'm also hodnobbing with them between the covers 
of a book! 

So if you ever hear of any of those fellers mention Clyde Beatty's 
cock-eyed idea of a big thrill, tell ‘em that Clyde wasn’t fooling that 
night in the Stork Club. If you don't, I'll fix it so you get into more than 
the normal amount of trouble when you pinch-hit for me in the steel 
arena.
